LONG BEACH, Sept. 16. UP>— 
Gov. Frank F. Merriam today is¬ 
sued an order commuting to a 
life term the death sentence of 
Mrs Nellie M. Madison, who was 
to hang for the murder of her hus¬ 
band. 

The action came as William 2. 
F. Brown, Los Angeles attorney 
and former husband of Mrs. Madi¬ 
son. was preparing to appear be¬ 
fore the state supreme court to 
seek a reopening of the case. 

Had the sentence been carried 
out, she would have been the first 
woman to die on the gallows in 
California. 

Mrs. Madison was convicted of 
shooting to death Eric Madison, 
film studio worker and her second 
husband, in their apartment in 
Burbank in March, 1934, and sen¬ 
tenced to hang next Oct. 4. 

Throughout her trial she denied 
any knowledge of the slaying, but 
recently admitted from her cell in 
the womens' state prison at Te- 
hachapi she had killed Madison, 
but had shot in self-defense. 

Gov. Merriam, in announcing the 
commutation order, made no state¬ 
ment disclosing why the action 
was taken. 

Mrs. Madison's attorneys imme- 
dis'ely advised her by telegraph 
that her life had been spared. She

ENGLISH FLEET BELIEVED 
OFF FOR WAR ZONE DRILLS

PORTLAND, Eng., Sept 16.— 
The bulk of Great Britain’s home 
fleet has disappeared from here 
on the eve of its scheduled ma¬ 
neuvers off Scotland. Although 
no officials would discuss the 
present location, the street talk 
is that these ships are steaming 
for the Mediterranean.

One law, effective immediately, 
proclaimed the swastika as the 
reich's national and commercial 
flag. Black, white and red were I 
set as the reich's colors, with Der 
Fuehrer to designate the form of 
the reich war flag and the reich 
official flag. 

Law Defines Citizens 
A second law defined reich citi¬ 
zens, dividing Germans into mem¬ 
bers of the state, the protection 
of which they may enjoy, and 
citizens—of German or similar 
blood—who would be allowed to 
serve the reich and its people. 

The citizen would be given a 
reich citizen letter making him 
the bearer of citizen privileges. 
The date for enforcement of the 
citizenship law was not immedi¬ 
ately fixed. 

A third law, entitled "pro¬ 
tection of blood and honor,” be¬ 
came effective today. It pro¬ 
vided that marriages between 
Jews and Germans were for¬ 
bidden, and such marriages con¬ 
tracted abroad were declared 
void. 

The law provided further that 
Jews may not fly the German 
flag, but only the blue and white 
Zionist emblem. 

The legislation concerning citi¬ 
zenship for Jews was considered 
by observers to go beyond any¬ 
thing that any nation has attempt¬ 
ed in modern times.

UP)—'The 
Pan-American clipper will begin 
a 6600-mile experimental flight to 
Guam Sept. 28, Pan-American 
Airways announced today.

Enough inex¬ 
pensive lingerie for the year was budgeted on cur¬ 
rent prices at $9. A skirt with sweaters and blouses 
could be purchased for $10, a winter frock and two 
summer dresses each at that price. Three pairs of 
shoes at $5 a pair were included, and $5 alloted for 
two hats. For her hair, which the modern "Missus” 
knows is all important, she was granted $7 for two 
permanents and $4 a year for occasional trips to 
the beauty parlor. Home shampoos and some home 
waving would be necessary. Mrs. Lackland feels. 
One coat was allowed at $15. and $2 set aside for 
cosmetics. Her total expense would be $108, or a 
monthly average of $9 

Can't Be Sick 

Medicines, shaving creams, hair lotions and 
other minor incidentals were given $1 a month. 

Assuming the husband needed a car for work, 
Mrs. Lackland granted $10 a month for transpor¬ 
tation and repairs. For entertainment, $3 a month 
was provided. Although 7 per cent of every salary 
should be saved. Mrs. Lackland thought the 
theory would be impractical in this case, but did 
put $3 a month aside for insurance and $2 for 
savings. 

So the budget stands: rent and utilities, $21; 
food, $20; husband’s clothes, $6; wife's clothes. $9; 
medicine. $1; transportation, $10; insurance, $3; 
savings. $2, and entertainment $3. Total $75. 

“And I have an idea, they'll have to do some 
adding twice," Mrs. Lackland twinkled. 


T RYING to make two and two equal five has 
been the battlefront for many a household 
wrangle. A young bride ought to have a new 
spring hat and the head of the house deserves his 
supply of shaving cream. 

Keeping up with the Joneses is a difficult mat¬ 
ter on $75 a month, but Mrs. Margaret Lackland, 
home service director of the Southern Counties Gas 
company, has suggested a general budget which 
would allow a couple to be fairly comfortable. 

"Naturally, this appropriation of funds wouldn’t 
be universally acceptable,” Mrs. Lackland said. 
"But it could be used as a working basis, I believe, 
for most couples, and adjustments made from it." 

Rising rent prices throughout the city led her 
to feel that the couple would have to pay at least 
$18 for a furnished apartment. Three dollars for 
utilities would bring the amount to $21. 

Eat Well 

To provide for nourishing food, even though 
plain, Mrs. Lackland set aside a monthly sum 
of $20. 

"This would mean careful marketing on the girl's 
part and wouldn't allow for much luxury,” Mrs. 
Lackland said, "but they could keep well on it.” 

Provided they both had a small wardrobe on 
which to start, they could probably find the sug¬ 
gested schedule adequate. 

"What the man wore would depend upon the 
kind of work he did, Mrs. Lackland reminded. 
Money was alloted for a suit a year at $30, a dozen 
pairs of socks at an average of 25 cents each, two 
pairs of shoes at $5 each, six pairs of shorts and 
vests at a total cost of $4. a dozen shirts at $1 
each, and two ties at 50 cents each. Twice a month 
he could pocket his 50 cents for a trip to the bar¬ 
ber shop. His monthly appropriation would be $6.

Speedster Howard Hughes’ land 
plane mark of 351.79 miles per 
hour, sot over a course near Santa 
Ana early last Friday morning, 
now has the world-wide recogni¬ 
tion the multi-millionaire wanted. 
Therefore Hughes has put his 
$120,000 silver rarer in "retire¬ 
ment” until his new record is 
cracked. 

The International Aeronautic 
federation in Paris has accepted 
his blazing flight as worthy of 
official recognition. 

Dispatches from Paris said he 
would be credited with 351.79 miles 
an hour. The record will be writ¬ 
ten into the books as soon as the 
United States Aeronautics associa¬ 
tion forwards the official docu¬ 
ments. 

“I don’t plan any further tests 
with the ship." Mr. Hughes said 
in I.os Angeles yesterday. “There's 
no particular reason for them, un¬ 
less someone betters the record, so 
why the unnecessary chances?" 

The $125,000 ship, built for pos¬ 
sible purchase by the war depart¬ 
ment, was slightly damaged when 
Hughes set it down in a beet field 
in a forced landing during his 
speed flight. The main damage 
was to the propellor. 

“I know, however.” Mr Hughes 
declared, "that the ship will do 
370 miles an hour with its 1000- 
horsepower motor turned wide 
open. You see, I was only using 
BOO horsepower in those four runs 
that gave me the record I didn’t 
want to extend the motor to the 
limit until I was sure I had that."

VETERANS WHO BUY 
FARMS NOW WORK 
'SUN TO SUN' 


Orange Park Expected to 
Take Its Place as County 
Beauty Spot by Next Year 


For those who like to work 
"from sun to sun” the back to the 
farm movement is all right, it was 
indicated today by the California 
veterans' welfare board after a 
survey into working conditions of 
428 veterans who have purchased 
farms from the board. 

"Returns from 28 counties com¬ 
piled so far reveal that the vet¬ 
erans who operate farms pur¬ 
chased through this agency work 
60 hours a week on the average, 
and more than 90 per cent of them 
work 12 months a year,” said 
Thomas M. Foley, chairman of the 
board. In addition more than 60 
per cent of them are forced to use 
extra help from which they must 
take a share of their earnings to 
pay wages, said Mr. Foley. 

With money provided from past 
bond issues, the veterans’ board 
has purchased four farms in 
Orange county.

The 
deadline was announced by Ter¬ 
rence Halloran, SERA director, 
following a conference of SERA of¬ 
ficials of the five southern coun¬ 
ties, held in the courthouse here. 

Orange county will not be great¬ 
ly affected by the ultimatum.

Halloran said, as there are but 35 
transient cases on SERA rolls. In 
San Bernardino county, however, 
there are 600 men in a transient 
camp who will be affected by the 
order, Mr. Halloran said. 

The shutdown on transient re¬ 
lief is in line with the administra¬ 
tion policy of getting out of the 
direct relief business and turning 
it over to counties. A survey is 
now under way in California to 
determine the advisability of 
merging the SERA with the coun¬ 
ty welfare agencies. 

Since the shutdown of SERA 
construction projects, the adminis¬ 
trative and supervisory staffs of 
the SERA here have been re¬ 
duced.

IA balanced state budget for the 
1935-37 biennium was claimed to¬ 
day by the Merriam administra¬ 
tion in an analysis of the revenue 
and expenditure program left for 
the state by the 1935 legislature. 

In a lengthy study of the state's 
financial condition, Arlin E. Stock- 
burger, director of finance, said 
that a deficit of $79,481,232 con¬ 
fronts the state. 

"Of this sum,” said Mr. Stock- 
burger, "$48,000,000 represents j 
unemployment relief, which pre-! 
ceding governors did not have im¬ 
posed upon them. $21,386,859 is 
a carry-over deficit to which Gov¬ 
ernor Merriam’s administration I 
fell heir, and $10,017,307 is the 1 
amount of increase in payments 
| for aid to the aged for the ensu¬ 
ing 1935-37 biennium under the 
new old age security act. 

Special Funds $851,992 

“In addition, special appropria¬ 
tions by the legislature total 
i $851,992. 

"But for these items there would j 
be no deficit and Governor Mer- j 
riam would have closed this bien¬ 
nial period with a surplus.” 

Mr. Stockburger pointed out 
that the budget for the actual cost j 
of general state government ac¬ 
tivities was $13,416,966 for the j 
1935-37 biennium, compared to! 
$19,653,706 in 1931-33. 

The finance director recalled j 
that the governor's budget called j 
for $228,266,838 for general fund 
purposes and that increases added 
by the legislature as well as added [ 
unemployment relief and pension ( 
costs raised it to $291,988,029. 

He estimated that revenues j 
from existing taxes of the 1933-35 j 
biennium would raise $132,643,656 j 
in the current biennium and that j 
new taxes imposed by the 1935 j 
| legislature would provide an addi-1 
I tional $97,250,000, or a total of 
$233,983,859 deficit of the 1933-35 
biennium. 

Relief Cost Heavy 

“Now consider the $79,517,307, ! 
representing- unemployment relief : 
carry-over deficit and increased I 
aid to the aged. . . .and the budget I 
j picture is entirely changed,” he 1 
; said. “Without these burdens, the 
state budget more than balances.” ; 

Cost of actual state government | 
I operations is about 3’ 2 per cent of j 
the entire outlay, Mr. Stockburger 
said. 

“More than half of the state 
budget goes to the counties for 
| schools and other local expendi- 
I tures,” he declared. “These pay- 
i ments from the state treasury are 
a direct benefit to local taxpayers i 
! for services that would be borne 
by counties and municipalities if 
the state subsidies were discon¬ 
tinued. 

“Another large part of the ex- j 
penditures are for services such 
as for state university and col- 
leges, construction and mainten- , 
ance of highways, operation of 
1 state hospitals and prisons, which 
are not, in the strict sense, gov¬ 
ernmental functions.

If you're going to build a house, 
now is the time to do it, figures 
compiled by the California Build¬ 
ing-Loan league indicated today. 
The data, made public here by 
Ellis C. Diehl, vice president of 
the Santa Ana Building and Loan 
association, showed that while 
construction costs are rising, they 
still are considerably below the 
level of 1926. 

A cost survey has showed that 
the actual peak of building costs 
occurred in 1920, instead of in 
1929. In the latter year, costs 
did not vary much from those of 
1926, which was chosen to repre¬ 
sent normal. 

In 1926 a five-room bungalow 
with double garage cost $5801, 
while in 1932 the cost had de¬ 
clined to $3074, the survey showed.

But many have no doubts, today, that the old rule 
that the least government is the best, government still 
holds good. All the constitutional changes now advocated 
are for the purpose of allowing MORE government, on 
top of what we already have. And we already have too 
much. 

It is said by some people that the constitution is out- 
of-date. We know some people who think the Ten Com¬ 
mandments are, too. 

WHAT! ANOTHER ONE? 

A NEW YORK congressman says that President Roose¬ 
velt has approved his plan for having a secretary of 
arts and sciences in the cabinet. 

The idea is to create a whole new department, dedi¬ 
cated in perpetuity to "fostering” science and art at 
public expense. 

When you begin to realize that virtually everything 
can come under the head of “science” or "art —or both 
you begin to see what a grand money-spending depart¬ 
ment this would be and how it could spread its regulations 
over the life of everyone. 

Take diaper folding, for example. It is both a science 
and an art. The department would put out illustrated 
booklets about it, eloquently contrasting the one-pin and 
two-pin methods: arguing whether the square or triangu¬ 
lar diaper, was more artistic, or more scientific. Why! A 
couple of hundred thousand dollars could be spent right 
there. 

Not only that, but the department could start regu¬ 
lating the shape of talcum cans, automobiles, bathing 
suits, waste baskets, flower vases, kitchen sinks, garbage 
cans, pocket combs, millinery, street cars, and chimneys. 
Some of these today are very inartistic; redesigning them 
would help us along toward the better, fuller life we’ve 
been promised for years. 

A department of science and art certainly would be 
a body blow to individual ruggedality, or whatever it is 
the Republicans are so set on. 

President Cardenas of Mexico issues a proclama¬ 
tion saying working women are to be allowed to vote 
at future elections. Next important thing will be to 
find out just what is a working woman. 

MR. FARLEY AND 1936 

P OSTMASTER GENERAL FARLEY has issued a de¬ 
nial of published reports that he intends to resign in 
January to devote all his time to the Democratic national 
committee. It won’t be necessary. Observers of political 
ingenuity and activity are convinced the postmaster gen¬ 
eral will be able to take care of both jobs. If he resigns 
It will be because the administration believes it to be a
